( Ry J. R. Glass ) 

We have theological schools and 
seminaries for th#‘ training of 
preachers, where th#*y are taught 
how to present the grand truths of 
the gospel in the most effective wav 

We have public schools and pri- 
vate schools for the education of the 
young. All of these schools cost a 
great deal of time, jyxtlence and 
money. We make great sacrifices of 
time and money to educate the chil- 
dren of the country In order to pre- 
pare them for life, for enjoyment and 
for good cttlsenshlp 

Tbs prime object of the State In 
providing and sustaining a system of 
public schools Is the training for good 
citizenship We spend much time, 
much money snd make many sacrl- 
flees to give the boys and girls the 
power, the polish, and the blesslnga 
that come to them who have well 
developed and properly trained 
minds. Without mental develop- 
ment * and mind equipment, we 
are handicapped for life. We strive 
a lifetime to provide our children 
against want We all believe In 

education, but we all have Ideals. 
Education means much It may mean 
success or fslltire, happiness or 
misery, eternal peace and Joy. or 
endless woe and condemnation 
Every child born into the world has 
nn Inherent right to a good start In 
the race of life 

He is entitled to kindness, firm- 
ness and training In correct Ideals 
His nature demands these by virtue 
of his being a creature of great pos- 
sibilities 

In view of these great truth*, how 
important ft is that parents teach- 
ers and preachers he trained for their 
responsible work As a great many 
parents do not have this special 
training somebody must be trained 
for this work, or the child will fall 
to get what Is due him 

To meet this lack of training, we 
have special Normal schools, where 
men and women are trained for the 
crent responsibilities nf the teach- 
ing profession 

In these Special schools. great 
stress Is laid on the study of psychol- 
ogy. which tenches us the principles 
of mind growth or mental develop- 
ment To this Intense preparation Is 
due the wonderful development of 
the country 

All the Inventions, improvements 
and conveniences that bless the hu- 
man family and make life more toler- 
able. are due the systematic train- 
ing “Knowledge Is power.” Edu- 
cation makes the mind strong and 
develops the power to think thus en- 
abling us to do more and better 
w o-v for our fellow man. 

Mind culture gives ns the ability 
to ace the beauties and glories of 
nature By study we develop tbe 
capacity to extract the sweetness 
from the owers of life 

The man or woman who is so for- 
tunate as to have a well trained 
mind can see and appreciate more of 
God than the man or woman who Is 
less fortunate. 

Those who are developed along 
moral and spiritual lines, can see 
and appreciate more of the beauties 
and greatness of God than those who 
are not so developed. 

They can see God’s power in the 
formation of the earth and all things 
They see His beauty in the prismatic 
flash of the dewdrop as It flashes In 
the first gleam of the morning sun- 
shine. They see His wisdom In the 
laws of nature. His mercy In His 
provision for the wants of his crea- 
tures, HIr Justice In His dealing with 
man 

They can see Ills majesty In the 
towering hills and mountains that 
rear their heads skyward, 

If our schools, colleges and univer- 
sities are such Important factors In 
fitting us for life on earth, how much 
more Important must we conclude 
the Sunday school work to be. 

The school teacher has always 
been regarded as one of the most 
Important factors In the develop- 
ment of onr civilization, but the sin- 
cere, devoted, consecrated. trained 
Sunday school teacher has never been 
recognized and appreciated at his real 
orth We have been wont to think 
that any tin*- who would accept the 
poeltion of teacher was qualified for 
each grave responsibilities. Thla Is 
a great mistake. 

We should be very careful to se- 
lect the very beat men and women 
for the work of teaching In the day 
school or Sunday school. What Is a 
Sunday school? It Is a school where

Here la chapter and verse, pluln 
precept and approved precedent for 
two separate and distinct service*. 

Precept from the lips of the lxtrd, 
snd precedent by the Inspired apos- 
tles Go teach, go preach two 
things, not one; two methods of con- 
veying the truth of the gospel, no 
one method. They ceased not to 
tench and to preach God set teach- 
ers In the church Apostles, first, 
second, prophets, and third, teachers. 
The Sunday school teacher’s work Is 
fraught with great possibilities He 
haa the seal uf the spirit of God. tbe 
sanction of the I-ord Jewxia Christ, 
fits work Is of divine authority In 
view of the aarredneaa snd Import- 
ance of the teacher’s work, tt is very 
necessary that he ba well trained for 
the great dutlee of hta position. Tha 
word teach means to cause to know, 
to lead, to guide, to Instruct, to draw- 
out. 

How can one do these delicate and 
difficult things unless he himself haa 
been taught to do them? 

In the absence of competent In- 
structors. he should do all he can 
to Instruct himself. He can do this 
by studying books and papers that 
are prepared for this very purpose 
This is his duty He should go 
before his class full of his lesson 
Get the Teacher Training Circle 
books and study them You owe this 
to your class, your school your 
church 

The Slate requires that her teach- 
ers he trained for the great work of 
teaching in the public schools, and 
it is time that the church require 
special fitness and preparation of 
those who undertake to tench the 
way of the I* ml 

Jesus Christ was pre-eminently 
r h •* greatest teacher of all time He 
Is the example for us all. Jesus was 
In a sense, an orator, a philosopher, 
a preacher, but chiefly and distinctly, 
i teacher Study Him from .inv an- 
gle you may. and you find Him a

The highest conception one ran 
have of the church is that of an edu- 
eational institution teaching the 
principles of th«* kingdom of God. To 
teach them In the most effective I 
way Is to teach them as the Lord 
himself enunciated them. 

The office of teacher Is the only 
one that completely represents Jesus 
Christ He not only taught, but H** 
trained His disciples to teach. He 
taught in the synagogue, on the hills, 
by the roadsides, and In their boatR 
He used the teacher’s methods He 
told His disciples to go unto all na- 
tions. teaching them to observe all 
things that He had taught them 
Christ’s church is commanded to 
preach, nnd experience confirms the 
proposition that thv most effective 
preaching Is that which more near- 
ly resembles teaching Teacher 
Training work will enable us to do 
more and better work In the Sunday 
school. Statistics show that more 
people are brought Into the church 
through the Sunday school than by 
any other means None have any 
legitimate excuse for staying away 
fr n the Sunday school. 

If you know the Bible, you ought 
to come to teach others. If you do 
not know the Bible, you ought to 
com** to learn from others None 
are too old or too young to learn 
The old, the young, the rich, the 
poor, the learned, the unlearned — 
all should be In the Sunday school. 

The Teacher Training Idea may 
have been born In a teachers’ meet- 
ing. Preachers do not take as much 
Interest In Sunday school work as 
they onght. They should specially 
emphasize the teacher’s qualifica- 
tions. 

Ask the teacher who understands 
his business what he is trying to do. 
snd ask the preacher who ondsr- 
stnnds his business what he Is try- 
ing to do. sad yon will And that they 
will give substantially the same 
answer 

The teacher may nee pedagogical 
terms, and the preacher may use 
theological terms, bnt when the 
terms of ono are translated Into the 
other, they will mean the same.
